While Gettysburg honored 
the 


memory of the nearly 4,000 soldier 
dead] to.' the Gettysburg national 
cemetery and the soldiers of the 
nation who died in the cause of" 
their country, only two veterans 
of the Civil war looked on from 
automobiles -which had been driven 
to vantage points in front of the 
rostrum. 


The veterans were Major Calvin 


Gilbert, 100-year-old Gettysburg 
veteran, and Noah O. Woodruff, 94, 
who journeyed here alone from 
Elizabeth, New Jersey, to attend the 
exercises. 


Both of the old vets shook hands 


with Senator Harry Flood Byrd, of 
Virginia, the Memorial Day orator 
here. The senator walked to the 
parked automobiles after 'the exer- 
cises with the state motor police 
opening a way through the crowd 
which pressed about the speaker to 
shower him with congratulations. 


Senator Byrd and his party, which 


included his daughter, Mrs. H. R. 
Keon, Jr.; his son, H. F. Byrd, Jr.; 
his mother, Mrs. R. E. Byrd; Miss 
Rose McDonald, Mr. and Mrs. H. D. 
Fuller, Miss Eleanor Flood, Miss 
Ester Houseknect, Mrs. H. D. Flood 
and Mrs. Joseph Massie left the 
cemetery about 5 o'clock to return 
to the Hotel Gettysburg:.

M, J, THOMPSON 
DIES; DEAN OF 


GRID OFFICIALS 


Michael J. Thompson, 61, widely 


known as the dean of football of- 
ficials, died this morning at 12:20 
o'clock from a heart attack at his 
home in Emmitsburg. 


Mr. Thompson, known familiarly 


as "Mike" by his many friends in 
Gettysburg, had been in ill health 
for two years and during that time 
had suffered four heart attacks. He 
had been in his usual health Tues- 
day and had retired about 10:30 
o'clock. 


The deceased was born in Water- 


bury, Connecticut, a .son of the late 
Owen and Anna Mary (Collins) 
Thompson. Surviving is his widow, 
the former Miss_Mary Mundorff. 


He was a member of St. Joseph's 


Catholic church, Emmitsburg, and 
the Holy Name society. 


A broken leg started Mr. Thomp- 


son on his career as an official. In 
1893 
he played with the

against Taft school, Waterbury, and 
suffered a broken right leg. In the 
following spring he again fractured 
his leg while playing baseball. 


Organized Holy Cross Team 


When a freshman in 1896 at Holy 


Cross he organized and coached its 
first football team. 
In 1897 he 


refereed his first game between Bos- 
ion college and Brown university. 
For that game he received $5. 


In 1901 he became the first grad- 


uate manager of Georgetown uni- 
versity, Washington, D. C., and every 
week that fall he officiated at games. 
Following his graduate work at 
Georgetown he became athletic di- 
rector and a member of the faculty 
at Washington college, Chestertown, 
Maryland. He remained there un- 
til 1911. when he went to Mt. St. 
Mary's college, Emmitsburg, where 
he remained for 23 years.' In recent 
years he devoted his time to of- 
ficiating and promoting sports. 


His most famous game was be- 


tween Harvard and the Carlisle In- 
dians in 1903 when he allowed the 
famous hidden ball play. Jimmy 
Johnson, the Indian quarterback, in 
a close formation, slipped the ball 
under the jersey of Dillon, a tackle, 
and the latter ran the length of 
the field- for a score.

Mr. Thompson engaged'' In • all 


sports in his prep school days and 
called the Yale-Princeton game of 
19,07 as the.greatest he ever officiated 
in. In that game Yale entered the 
contest as a favorite but the Tigers

Washington. May 31 (AP).—De- 


spite a session-long economy drive, 
the cost of the federal government 
for the year starting July 4—ex- 
clusive of relief—was shaping up to- 
day to be almost $1,000,000,000 bigger 
than for the current fiscal year. 


The 11 regular appropriation bills, 


already passed by the house, carry 
$694,445,987 more than for the pres- 
ent year.

ing. 


Some of the increase, however, 


may be offset when congress votes 
relief funds for the next year". Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has requested $1,762,-

during the current year. 


National defense, parity payments 


to farmers and flood control account 
for sizable chunks of the increase. 
A $20,000,000 boost was charged up 
against the forthcoming decennial 
census, which must 'be taken in 1940. 


Five of the appropriation bills 


have been signed by the President.

LARGEST STATE 
BUDGET SET UP 
BY ASSEMBLY 


Harrisburg, May 31 (AP) — The 


1939 legislature authorized the larg- 
est budget for operating Pennsyl- 
vania's government ever proposed. 


The general assembly endorsed the 


$537,000,000 budget recommended by 
incoming Governor James, the sec- 
ond half-billion dollar budget to the 
history of the commonwealth. 


James said, however, that expendi- 


tures in the preceding Earle adminis- 
tration during the last two years had 
run $50,000,000 in excess of available 
revenue. 


The budget office, preparing to 


issue $100,000,000 in tax anticipation 
notes for the next biennium starting 
June 1, later reduced the amount of 
the anticipated general fund deficit 
to $47,663,266. Fiscal officials pre- 
dicted there would be a re-cast of 
the whole budget within ajnonth to 
account for unexpected appropria- 
tions made by the legislature.

EASTWARD TRIP 
TO WASHINGTON 


Victoria, B. C., May 31 (AP) — 


Britain's touring sovereigns — all 
Canada'at" their feet — about-faced 
today for their return trip through 
the broad dominion, with Washing- 
ton, D. C., their major objective. 


Due in the United States capital 


on June 8, the royal train awaited 
King George and Queen Elizabeth 
at Vancouver station, to pull out at 
2:30 p. m. (PJ3.T.) on a more north- 
erly route than the westward trip. 


King George's regret is that al- 


though he has seen much of Can- 
ada's vastness, and is going to see 
more, h&jvill have to skip the Arctic 
which he said holds so much of Can- 
ada's future. 
' Dull statistics show that Canada's 
youth up to the present has been 
more interested in hunting the gold 
In the hills and cities of the United 
States than in the unsettled spaces 
of the north, but the King's advice 
to them, given at the official govern- 
ment luncheon here, was to go north 
where he said there is a field of 
enterprise _for_ youth which_Jt_ will 
take' generations to exhaust. 


The twelve-car royal train with 


King George and his smiling queen, 
their suite and a pilot train full of 
reporters, 
photographers, 
railway 


officials and odds and ends of gov- 
ernmental functionaries was ready 
for the homeward journey as soon as 
the royal couple arrived by boat from 
Victoria. 


Their westward progress was a 


triumph and the British sovereign 
left Victoria with the assurance of 
Prune Minister T. D. Pattulo that 
British Columbia was as steadfast 


and firm in Its loyalty to the British 
crown as the mountains that anchor 
the province to the'shores of the 
Pacific.

Expect Congress 


To End July 15 


Washington, May 31 (AP)—Con- 


gressional leaders told President 
Roosevelt today they would give 
him a definite prediction next Mon- 
day on the date congress might be 
expected to adjourn. Tentatively, 
they spoke of July 15. 


The President has been withhold- 


ing a decision on whether to start 
a trans-continental trip June 15 
until adjournment prospects have 
been determined. 


This morning Mr. Roosevelt con- 


ferred with Vice President Garner, 
Speaker Bankhead and the senate 
and house majority leaders, Senator 
Barkley (D.-Ky.) and Representa- 
tive Rayburn (D.-Tex.). 


Rayburn told reporters afterward 


that adjournment hinged on the 
progress of sucli legislative items as 
neutrality and tax legislation. He 
added that hfe expected a tax re- 
vision measure to reach the house 
the week after next.. 


Both he and Bankhead said they 


were confident congress would wind 
up the session by July 15. 


'While Mr. Roosevelt -had virtually 


completed arrangements to start his 
tour on June 15, he told reporters 
Tuesday at Hyde Park, New York, 
that if it appeared/ congress _s¥0uld 
adjourn by July r5,"he 'might post- 
pone his trip until after that date. 
He said that if it looked as if con- 
gress would remain in session, ,until 
August 1, he would leave in mid- 
June.
